Ask Exemption of Farm Labor

Washington, T). C., Feb. 8.—Dele-

I want to say that I fully recognize 
that you gentlement do not mean that 
5-our utmost efforts will be dependent 
upon the acceptance of these sugges- 
tions. 1 know you are going to do 
your level best in any circumstances, 
and I count on you with the utmost 
confidence in that. 
There has never 


been a time, gentlemen, which tested 
the real quality of folks as this time 
is going to test it, because

are 


fighting for something bigger 
than 


any man's imagination can grasp."

Every person on board was thor- 


oughly searched before he was per- 
mitted to pass the barrier and com- 
municate with those on board, and 
after'all'had been searched, 37 men 
and women, it was stated, had been 
detained for further questioning.

Acreage Devoted to Grain In United 


States In 1917 Largest 
Ever 


Known, Saya Uncle Sam. 


The corn crop of 1917 is notable as 


^occupying the largest acreage and pro- 


ducing the largest total crop of record, 
says TJncle Sam's bureau of crop esti- 
mates 
The total Is estimated to be 


3,191,083,000 bushels. The yield per 
acre, however, was not exceptional, 
owing to nu unfavorable season char- 
acterized by a late spilng, a cold sum- 
mer, which was also too dry over 
much of the corn belt, nnd early and 


I severely damaging freezes, the season 
being thus shortened at both ends. 
Thus the bountiful crop contains much 


' corn that did not fully mature, prob- 
ably in excess of 20 per cent, although 
most of this had reached the dough 
state, making it useful for silos and 
early feeding. 


The potato crop, estimated at 440,- 


000,000 bushels, was the largest on rec 
ord, notwithstanding an unfavorable 
September nnd October cut down the 
actual production below the forecasts 
made earlier in the season. 


The buck^ he-it production of 1G.S13,- 


000 bushels fell below eaily foiecasts, 
although It wns up to an avenge In 
total production compared with for- 
mer years.

CREWS CRAZED 


BY SUFFERING 


U-Boat Victims Lick Boats for 


Moisture and Seek Death 


in Sea. 


TELLSTALES OF PLUCKY DEEDS 


Heroic Acts of Officers and Men Be- 


longing to AI! Branches of Sea 


Service*, Naval and 


'-'. 
Mercantile. 


London.—Much has been -written 


about the hardships endured by the 
crews of vessels sunk by German sub- 
marines. Her* are some particulars 
dealing -with the plucky deeds per- 
formed by officers and men belonging 
to all branches of th,e sea services, 
naval and mercantile. 


The first case Is that of a passenger 


steamer which had been torpedoed on 
a Monday, without •warning, as usual, 
In the Atlantic, 320 miles from land. 
The chief officer took chargo of No. 
2 lifeboat, which had oa board 31 per- 
sons, Including two womea anil a baby 
four months old. 


Bad weather prevailed all that day 


and throughout the night, Increasing 
the plight of the miserable people. Pro- 
visions, too, were scarce, but what ex- 
isted was taken charge of by the chief 
officer, who doled out half a dipper 
(half-pint) of water to each person 
night and morning. 


They had been barely twenty-four 


hours In the boat when the horrors oi 
the situation were added to by mad- 
ness. On the Tuesday the cooli lost 
his reason, and on th.e Wednesday he 
died. That night witnessed the insan- 
ity of the storekeeper, who had to be 
lashed down. On Thursday he too 
died. On Friday an A. B. expired. 


Water Begins to Get Low. 


The water was now beginning to 


give out and the boat's company suf- 
fered from Intense thirst. 


A fireman was found dead In the 


bottom of the boat on Saturday morn- 
Ing, 
and the third-class pantry boy 


died during the day. 


On Sunday the cattleman tried to 


Jump overboard three times, and suc- 
ceeded at the fourth attempt. The sur- 
vivors were In too feeble a state to 
save him, although they turned the 
boat round and searched for him. The 
water gave ont on Sunday. 


There were occasional showers of 


rain, but everything was saturated 
with salt, and the little water they got 
was tindrinkable. 
They licked the 


woodwork, hoping to gather up the 
raindrops 


Then they broke up the water keg, 


and licked the Inside, which they found 
Saturated with moisture, and delicious. 
At 3 p. m. on Monday land was sighted, 
but It was a long way off, and by the 
time they drew near darkness and a 
heavy northerly swell made a landing 
impossible. They lay to, and during 
a squall their mast carried away at the 
heel, bat that did not matter much, f or 
it acted as a sea anchor. 


At daylight on Tuesday they were 


sighted by a couple of fishing boats, 
which towed them Into port. The baby 
lived for some time after being landed. 
The linen keeper died as he was being 
lifted from the boat. Two of the crew 
refused to leave the boat, having gone 
mad. A trimmer died from gangrene 
two weeks later. 


The chief officer remarked: "I wonld 


like to testify to the excellent behavior 
of the boat's crew throughout our pe- 
riod of eight days' hardship and ex- 
po sure." 


The second case deals with a Brit- 


ish oil ship which had been torpedoed 
without warning. The torpedo struck 
It between the two forward tanks, and 
it was burning furiously. Its engines 
were still running, because It had been 
Impossible to reach the engine room 
after the explosion on account of the 
heat. Visible for miles through the 
darkness, It looked like some fiery pen- 
nant flung across the face of the night. 
All the holds had caught and a con- 
tinuous stream of oil kept feeding the 
flre. 


Crouched up In the peak, which was 


the only part not yet alight, were about 
thirty Chinese, all who remained of 
the crew. Death by fire or by water 
was only a matter o£ time; that seemed 
to be a certainty. 
• 


Sighted by Patrol Boat. 


The lieutenant in command of a pa- 


trol vessel saw n ragged sheet of flame 
and altered course forthwith. To ex- 
tinguish the flames was impossible, 
and the rescue of the survivors In the 
oiler's peak, but there was no more life- 
ties. 


He ran his vessel close past the oil- 


er's stem and as she passed rafts life- 
boats and lifebuoys were pitched over- 
board by the crew of the patrol ship. 
The Chinese were told to jump over- 
board. This was repeated three times. 
By that time all boats had been low- 
ered to pick np the men In the water. 


There now remained nine men In the 


oiler's peak, but there was no more 'e- 
savlng apparatus on bonrd the patrol 
vessel. The lieutenant decided it was 
necessary to place himself alongside 
the ship and take off the remainder of 
the crew. A speed of eight knots be- 
ing maintained, this was done. They 
remained alongside, locked to the 
steamer's windward bow, for a period 
sufficient for all nine men to lower 
themselves on board this ship, which 
sustained slight superficial damage to 
guard rails and upper-deck fittings. 
Ten minutes after clearing the steamer 
she was burned to the water line.

"Word reached this country recently 


that Sunderland house, the 
London 


residence o£ the Duchess of Marlbor- 
ough, has been taken over by the. Brit- 
ish government for the use of the Al-

The Duchess, who formerly 


was Miss Consuolo VamlerbiH of New 
York, -jras given only a week's time to 
quit the house, but she rtuickly acqui- 
esced and purchased a small home at 
Devonshire, where she expects to be 
settled in a few days. 


AMERICAN SAVINGS WILL 


MEASURE WHEAT EXPORTS 


"We have already exported the 


whole of the surplus of the 1917 wheat 
harvest, over and nbove the normal de- 
mands of our own population. It la 
necessary, therefore, for the food ad- 
ministration to restrict export of wheat 
so as to retain in the United States 
sufficient supplies to carry our own 
people until the' next harvest. 


"Therefore all erports of whoat 


from now forward are limited entirly 
to volume of saving made by the Amer- 
ican people in their consumption of 
wheat and wheat products. 


"We continued wheat shipments for 


December as far as our situation al- 
lowed, but even with all the conserva- 
tion made we were still unable to load 
several hundred thousand tons of food- 
stuffs urgently required by the allied 
nations during the month of December 
alone."

seas in the service of Uncle Sam. Wil- 
liam Plggott, the father, being an ex- 
pert railroad man, Is now in France 
with the railroad corps. His youngest 
son joined the regulars ana was one of 
the first men to set foot on Fr°nch soil. 


The daughter then joined the Ameri- 


can hospital service and Is over in 
France now with the unit endowed by 
Miss Hill, daughter of the late James 
J. Hill. 


The other son Joined the National 


Guard and has reached France as a 
part of the Rainbow division.
